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A New Hope for Liver Cancer 


Pill that extends life months deemed a major breakthrough 


CHICAGO I For the first time, doctors say they 
have found a pill that improves survival of 
liver cancer, a notoriously hard to treat dis- 
ease diagnosed in more than half a million 
people globally each year. 

The results in a multinational study of 
602 patients with advanced liver cancer 
are impressive and likely will change the 
way patients are treated, cancer specialists 


including the study authors say. 

Patients got either two tablets daily of a 
drug called sorafenib or dummy pills in the 
study, which started in March 2005. Some 
patients are still alive, although on average, 
sorafenib patients survived 10.7 months ver- 
sus almost eights months for those on dummy 
pills. That’s a difference of 44 percent, or 
about three months. 


That type of survival advantage “has 
never happened” with liver cancer “and is 
a major breakthrough in the management 
of the disease,” said Dr. Josep Llovet, the 
lead author. 

“That may not sound like a lot of time,” 
but for liver cancer, “this is actually a quite 
impressive gain,” said Dr. Nancy Davidson of 
Johns Hopkins’ Bloomberg School of Public 
Health. “It is the first effective systemic treat- 
ment for liver cancer.” lindsey tanner (a p)

Convicted Drug Dealer Foiled Plot 


Informant infiltrated 
group that planned 
attack on JFK airport 

NEWYORKIA convicted drug dealer 
who agreed to pose as a wannabe 
terrorist among a shadowy group 
now accused of plotting to blow up 
John F. Kennedy International Air- 
port secretly fed information to fed- 
eral investigators in exchange for a 
lighter sentence. 

According to court papers and 
investigators, the informant began 


working for the government in 
2004, after his second drug-traf- 
ficking conviction in New York, and 
he quickly proved to be a credible 
source. 

He was sent to meet with the 
JFK plot’s alleged mastermind 
Russell Defreitas in 2006 and was 
introduced by an unidentified third 
party. Defreitas quickly accepted 
the informant as legitimate, saying 
he was sure they knew each other 
through a Brooklyn mosque. 

The informant was convinc- 
ing. Defreitas, according to a fed-

eral complaint, believed the infor- 
mant “had been sent by Allah to be 
the one” to pull off the bombing. 

Four Muslim men are accused of 
plotting to use explosives to destroy 
a jet fuel pipeline that runs through 
populous residential neighborhoods 
to the airport, which they alleged- 
ly believed would kill thousands 
of people and trigger an economic 
catastrophe. 

In an indictment, one of them is 
quoted as saying the bombing would 
“cause greater destruction than in 
the Sept. 11 attacks.” (ap)

Democrats Debate Nation’s Security 


Presidential hopefuls 
square off over Iraq in 
the first primary state 

MANCHESTER, N.H. I Democratic 
presidential candidates clashed 
on Sunday over whether the Bush 
administration had made the coun- 
try safer from terrorism after the 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Former North Carolina Sen. 
John Edwards called President 
Bush’s global war on terrorism a 
“political slogan, a bumper sticker, 
that’s all it is” in the second primary 
debate pitting the eight Democratic 
candidates. 


Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
who is the front-runner in nation- 
al polls, said she did not agree with 
Edwards’ characterization of the 
war on terrorism. 

As a senator from New York, 
“I have seen first-hand the terri- 
ble damage that can be inflicted 
on our country by a small band of 
terrorists.” 

Still, she said, “I believe we are 
safer than we were.” 

Illinois Sen. Barack Obama said 
that the Bush administration’s war 
in Iraq had detracted from efforts 
to root out terrorists. 

“We live in a more dangerous 
world partly as a consequence of this 


president’s actions,” Obama said. 

The candidates were squaring off 
as a new national poll found Clin- 
ton maintaining a significant lead 
over her rivals. The Washington 
Post-ABC News poll found the for- 
mer first lady leading the field with 
42 percent support among adults, 
compared with 27percent for Obama 
and 11 percent for Edwards. 

The Iraq war was the main focus, 
as it was during Democrats’ first 
debate, in late April in Orange- 
burg, S.C. Polls show the war has 
become deeply unpopular among 
voters and especially among Demo- 
cratic activists, who vote heavily in 
primaries, (ap)

WASHINGTON | At 23, Mariana 
should be carefree. She is finish- 
ing up her degree at the University 
of California, Los Angeles, and has 
been accepted into a master’s pro- 
gram at Harvard University. 

But life is not so simple for Mari- 
ana, who insisted that only her first 
name be published because she is in 
the United States illegally and wor- 
ries she could be deported. 

“I’m even afraid of eating an 
apple in the library, because I’m 
afraid of getting caught,” she said.

Critical WWII Battle Remembered 


Soldiers visit Hawaii 
on 65th anniversary 
of vietory at Midway 

HONOLULU I Six months after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor, a weakened 
and outnumbered U.S. fleet limped 
north to confront a flotilla of Japa- 
nese ships advancing on the remote 
Pacific atoll of Midway. 

A Japanese victory would have 
cost the U.S. a strategically critical 
scrap of land between Hawaii and 


Japan and could have decimated 
U.S. naval forces. Instead, the U.S. 
sank four Japanese aircraft carriers 
and snatched the military advan- 
tage from Tokyo. 

Monday marks the 65th anni- 
versary of the start of the three-day 
battle that changed the course of 
World War II. Three Midway vet- 
erans in their 80s and 90s and the 
current Pacific Fleet commander 
will visit the island 1,300 miles 
northwest of Honolulu for a cere- 
mony hosted by the U.S. Fish and

Wildlife Service, which now runs a 
nature reserve on the atoll. 

“Americans like underdogs, and 
here we are underdogs,” said Donald 
Goldstein, a University of Pittsburgh 
history professor. “I think that’s what 
made it so good — that we shouldn’t 
have won and we did.” 

George Chockley, one of the 
veterans visiting Midway, was a 
22 -year- old chief petty officer on 
the USS Enterprise during the 
battle. 

“I was just ayoungkid. I didn’t have 


sense enough to be afraid,” he said. 

The defeat was so overwhelm- 
ing that the Japanese navy kept the 
details of the battle a closely guard- 
ed secret, preventing the story of 
the battle from coming to light in 
Japan until after the war. 

Goldstein, the co-author of “Mir- 
acle at Midway,” said Japan’s mili- 
tary never recovered from the loss 
because its industrial sector was 
unable to manufacture replacement 
aircraft carriers quickly enough to 
retake the advantage. 

“Midway made it possible for 
us to take the offense. Before that, 
it had been all defense,” Goldstein 
said. (AP)

Deadly Start to June for U.S. Troops 



14 American soldiers 
are killed in weekend 
full of violence in Iraq 

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military said 
Sunday that 14 American soldiers 
were killed over the past three days, 
including four in a single roadside 
bombing and another who was 
struck by a suicide bomber while 
on a foot patrol. 

The blast that killed the four 
U.S. soldiers occurred Sunday as 
the troops were conducting a cordon 
and search operation northwest of 
Baghdad, according to a statement. 
Two other soldiers were killed and 
five were wounded along with an 
Iraqi interpreter in two separate 
roadside bombings on Sunday, 
the military said. 

In the boldest attack, a U.S. 
soldier was killed Friday after the 
patrol approached two suspicious 
men for questioning near a mosque 
southwest of Baghdad, and one of 
the suspects blew himself up. Mil- 
itary spokesman Maj. Webster 
Wright said U.S. troops also fired 
at the second suspect after he began 
acting aggressively, and the gunfire 
detonated his suicide vest. 


Seven other soldiers were killed 
in a series of attacks across Iraq on 
Saturday. 

Combined with the previously 
announced death of a U.S. soldier 
in central Baghdad on Friday, it was 
a deadly start for June. May was 


the third bloodiest month since the 
war began in March 2003, with 127 
troops deaths reported. 

A car bomb also exploded out- 
side a U.S. base near the volatile 
city of Baqouba, leaving a number 
of troops gasping for air and suffer- 


ing from eye irritations, the military 
said. It did not confirm a report in 
the Los Angeles Times that the car 
was carrying chlorine canisters and 
said the soldiers who were sickened 
had been treated and returned to

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran said Sunday it 
would work to settle disputes over 
its atomic program if its case went 
back to the U.N. nuclear watchdog 
agency — a stance far from Western 
demands that it suspend uranium 
enrichment. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Mohammad Ali Hosseini said Iran 
could agree to settle outstanding 
issues with the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, but only if the U.N. 
Security Council turned the country’s 
nuclear file over to the U.N. watch- 
dog, the International Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency, and dropped preparations 
to debate further sanctions. 

The news comes days after an offi-

cial in Spain said Iran had pledged 
to end years of stonewalling and pro- 
vide answers about past suspicious 


nuclear activities to the IAEA. 

If Iran was to follow through on 
that pledge, it could help the IAEA 
wrap up years of efforts to establish 
whether Iran’s past nuclear strivings 
were exclusively peaceful in nature 
— as Iran insists. 

Also Sunday, President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad lashed out at 
Iran’s regional enemy and U.S. ally, 
Israel, saying the world would wit- 
ness the Jewish state’s destruction 
soon. “God willing, in the near future 
we will witness the destruction of 
the corrupt occupier regime,” Ahma- 
dinejad was quoted as saying by the 
state-run news agency, IRNA. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Mark Regev responded Sun- 
day: “Ahmadinejad offers only death 
and destruction. Today he is the 
most serious challenge to regional 
peace and security.” (ap) 


Suicide Bomber 
Aims for Somali 
Prime Minister 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA | Asuicide car 
bomber drove through a roadblock 
guarding the home of the Soma- 
li prime minister on Sunday and 
rammed the vehicle into a wall. 
Prime Minister Ali Mohamed 
Gedi was whisked to safety, offi- 
cials said, but at least five people 
were killed in the explosion. 

Atop government official blamed 
the assassination attempt — the 
third against Gedi since he returned 
to Somalia in May 2005 — on “ter- 
rorists linked to al- Qaeda.” 

The suicide bombing took place 
two days after Somali forces and shell- 
ing from a U.S. warship reportedly 
killed eight foreign Islamic militants 
in a remote, mountainous northeast- 
ern area of the country, (ap)

Fierce Fighting Escalates in Lebanon 


Clashes erupt at second 
camp amid new fears 
violence will spread 

TRIPOLI, LEBANON I Lebanon’s army 
pounded Islamic militants hiding in 
a bombed-out Palestinian refugee 
camp Sunday for the third straight 
day, while fighting erupted outside 
another camp in the south, stoking 
fears that violence could be spread- 
ing throughout the country. 

Fierce fighting has engulfed the 
outskirts of the Nahr el-Bared camp 
in northern Lebanon since Friday, 
when the Lebanese army launched 
an offensive to drive the Fatah Islam 
militants from their positions inside 
the settlement. 

But they have faced strong resis- 
tance, and the relentless bombard- 
ments threaten to anger Palestin-

ians in the country’s other refugee 
camps, possibly causing violence 
to spread. 

Near the southern city of Sidon, 
suspected members of the militant 
Islamic group Jund al-Sham fired a 
rocket-propelled-grenade at a Leba- 
nese army checkpoint outside a camp 
Sunday, wounding at least five peo- 
ple, security officials said on custom- 
ary condition of anonymity. 

The attack prompted a shoot-out 
between the troops and militants, 
causing people to flee for safety. 

A senior Lebanese army officer 
said nine Lebanese troops have been 
killed in the fighting at the northern 
Nahr el-Bared camp since Friday, 
raising the army’s death toll to 44 
since the standoff there began two 
weeks ago. At least 20 civilians and 
about 60 militants have also been 
killed.

Liberians Mixed 
Over Tayior’s Triai 


On eve of war erimes 
court case, many say 
they want to move on 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA | Former Pres- 
ident Charles Taylor’s men were 
known for eating the hearts of 
their slain enemies. They decorat- 
ed checkpoints with human entrails. 
They sliced open the stomachs of 
pregnant women, taking bets on 
the sex of the unborn child. 

But as the toppled Liberian 
ruler heads to an international 
war crimes court in The Hague, 
Netherlands, on Monday, his sup- 
porters are erecting billboards in 
the capital showing him waving 
triumphantly next to the words: 
“God willing, I shall return.” 

The long-awaited trial of the man 
accused of orchestrating many acts 
of horror would seem to be a time of 
celebration in the country that wit- 
nessed many of his alleged crimes. 


Instead, the mood is one of out- 
rage on the part of his former associ- 
ates, who have launched a pro-Taylor 
Web site and have arranged for the 
shiny billboards to be shipped from 
Europe. They proudly display Taylor’s 
portrait in their homes. Taylor’s fam- 
ily is also renovating his war-scarred 
residence, as if in anticipation of his 
swift return. 

Although plenty of Liberians say 
they are relieved to see the 59 -year- 
old Taylor face justice, many say they 
just want to move on. Their ambiva- 
lence underlines the country’s com- 
plicated relationship with Taylor. 

“They say that in order to kill a 
snake, you have to cut off its head. 
So, maybe Taylor is the head,” says 
Reginald Goodridge, Taylor’s for- 
mer information minister and one 
of 28 Liberians banned by the U.N. 
from traveling out of the country. 
“But our congress is full of war 
criminals. What about them?”

Va. Republicans 
Take No Action 
Against Tate 

RICHMOND, VA. | Virginia Repub- 
licans took no action Saturday on 
Mark Tate, a GOP state Senate 
hopeful facing charges of perjury 
and election fraud. 

The party’s executive commit- 
tee, meeting privately for nearly 
two hours, chose to table the issue 
and drafted a one -sentence letter 
to Tate, who was indicted late last 
month. 

Tate is a candidate in the June 
12 GOP state Senate primary. 

The letter says the committee 
lacked sufficient information to act 
Saturday, according to the party’s 
executive director, Charlie Judd. 

But the letter leaves open the 
possibility that Virginia Republi- 
cans could act against Tate later, 
said party spokesman Shaun Ken- 
ney. The committee could have 
asked Tate to abandon the race or 
could have issued a statement dis- 
avowing him. 

In a move unusual just three 
weeks before a primary, a Loud- 
oun County grand jury on May 
22 indicted Tate on nine counts of 
perjury and two counts of election 
fraud. (AP)

The King Has Entered the Building 


LeBron graduates 
to the NBA Finals 4 
years after high school 

NBAFINALSIAs confetti danced in 
the electrified air around him and 
a feverish hometown crowd rocked 
and rolled the night away, LeBron 
James was handed a new baseball 
cap and T-shirt. 

Perhaps a tasseled cap and 
gown would have been more 
appropriate. 

Four years after skipping college 
to play in the pros, James earned his 


NBA degree in superstardom. 

On Saturday, with a ravenous 
city placing its hopes for a champi- 
onship in his able hands, the Cava- 
liers’ seemingly unguardable forward 
delivered his fourth straight clutch 
performance as Cleveland eliminated 
the Detroit Pistons 98-82 in Game 6 
and advanced to the finals for the 
first time in its 37-year history. 

“This is the first step to great- 
ness,” a dazed James said during a 
quiet moment sitting in front of his 
locker. “It feels like a fantasy.” 

But Sunday dawned with a star- 
tling reality: Cleveland, where kids 


learn at an early age that rooting for 
the local sports teams can lead to 
a lifetime of pain and suffering, is 
finally on top. 

At least until Thursday, when the 
Cavaliers will face the San Antonio 
Spurs in Game 1 of the finals. 

For now, James has given Cleve- 
land a moment to savor just as he 
promised he would when the Akron 
high school prodigy was drafted by 
the Cavaliers with the No. 1 overall 
pick in the 2003 draft. 

“I said I was going to light it up 
like Las Vegas in Cleveland,” James 
recalled following Game 6 of the 


Eastern Conference finals. 

If he had been like any other 
teenager and enrolled at Ohio 
State or North Carolina after get- 
ting his diploma from St. Vincent- 
St. Mary High School, James would 
be winding down his final semes- 
ter of college. 

This is a time for 21- and 22- 
year-olds to let loose, a final blow- 
out before beginning careers and 
the rest of their lives. 

James seems to have his mapped 
out nicely. 

“It’s another chapter in my book, 
I guess,” he said. tom withers (ap) 


Spurs Will

NBA FINALS I LeBron James is now 
the San Antonio Spurs’ problem. 

The Cavaliers star, in just his 
fourth season, has led Cleveland to 
its first-ever NBA finals. With his 
performance in the Eastern Confer- 
ence finals, James has lifted an entire 
city’s hopes onto his shoulders. 

And he’s bringing that load with 
him to Texas for Game 1. 

“Well, he scored [48] the other 
night, so he’s a pretty good player,” 
Spurs coach Gregg Popovich said.

Bruce Bowen, one of the league’s 
best defenders, will likely guard 
James the bulk of the time. James 
has averaged nearly 26 points a game 
during the playoffs. 

“We’re going to count on Bruce

Spurs guard Tony Parker said. “He’s 
playing very well right now, a lot of 
confidence. But I don’t think we’re 
going to double- or triple-team him. 
We’re going to see how Bruce does

Ottawa Fans Give 
Senators a Boost 


Team delivers 1st Cup 
finals win in 80 years 
to its hoekey-erazy fans 

STANLEYCUPI The Ottawa Senators 
gave their fans a reason to celebrate, 
and now they hope the party atmo- 
sphere in the hockey-mad Canadian 
capital will continue beyond their 
next home game. 

Senators goalie Ray Emery was 
impressed with the community’s 
enthusiasm the day after Ottawa 
climbed back into the Stanley Cup 
finals with a 5-3 victory over Ana- 
heim in Game 3. 

“It was crazy. Even driving in 
there was traffic for us coming to the 
game because people were already 
here going crazy, partying,” Emery 
said following Sunday’s optional 
practice at Scotiabank Place. 

The Senators trail the series 2-1. 
Game 4 is Monday night. 

Daniel Alfredsson had a sense 


of the support waiting for him and 
his teammates for the team’s first 
home game in 17 days because they 
could hear the crowd while they pre- 
pared for the game in their dress- 
ing room. 

“It was a big lift,” Alfredsson 
said. “It’s the loudest I’ve seen this 
place. They were definitely giving 
us a lot of energy.” 

Ottawa overcame three one- 
goal deficits and the reborn Sena- 
tors gave the city its first win in a 
Stanley Cup finals game since April 
13, 1927, when the original franchise 
beat Boston 3-1 to win its 11th and 
final championship. 

“I mean, you could just feel the 
energy coming out,” Emery said. 
“We were getting ready and you 
could hear the crowd chanting 
already. There were probably, what- 
ever, 14,000 people for warmup or 
something like that, so it was just 
awesome to play in a game like that.”

Maria Is Unmerciful in Win 


Sharapova wins match, 
disputed ace against 
Schnyder at the Open 

TENNIS I Maria Sharapova saved 
two match points Sunday and 
advanced to the quarterfinals at 
the French Open by beating Patty 
Schnyder of Switzerland 3-6, 
6-4, 9-7. 

Schnyder served for the match 
three times, at 5-4, 6-5 and 7-6 in 
the third set. She was one point away 
from ending the match in the 10th 
game and again in the 14th — and 
she also was two points away from 
victory on 11 occasions.

Schnyder said she was distracted 
on that point, but then gave credit 
to the two-time Grand Slam cham- 
pion for the comeback. 

“At the end, she was the big 
champion, and I’m the little one 
who couldn’t win,” said Schnyder. 

The second- seeded Russian will 
next face No. 9 Anna Chakvetadze, 
who beat No. 25 Lucie Safarova. 

Roger Federer also advanced 
to the quarterfinals, beating 
No. 13 Mikhail Youzhny of Russia 
7-6 (3), 6-4, 6-4. The top-ranked star 
tied the Open- era record for most 
consecutive sets won at Grand Slams, 
taking his streak to 35.

Piniella Out for Outburst 


League suspends Cubs 
manager indefinitely 
for tirade on Saturday 

BASEBALL I Chicago Cubs manager 
Lou Piniella was suspended indef- 
initely and fined an undisclosed 
amount by Major League Baseball 
on Sunday for his latest dirt-kicking 
tirade against an umpire.

On a nearby shelf 
sits the film’s award for best docu- 
mentary from the Santa Barbara 
Film Festival, despite Klores find- 
ing this film a harder sell than his 
earlier efforts. 

“I was speaking to someone 
and I said, ‘Everybody loves this, 
but they’re not biting,”’ Klores 
recalled. “And this woman said to 
me, ‘You don’t make they type of 
movies that everyone will buy. You 
want something like that, do Han- 
sel and Gretel.’” 

Klores opted for Burt and 
Linda. “What Dan Klores did was 
to point out that I’m not defined, 
and I shouldn’t be defined, by that 
single act,” Pugach said in an inter- 
view. Still, he can’t escape what hap- 
pened: “Even without the movie, I 
live with it every day. You can’t hide

Actually, it was a jumper, with 
white hearts dotted all over it and 
white, heart-shaped buttons. Car- 
oline knows the store’s mail-order 
catalogue back and forth. She even 
brings it to school and cuts it up, 
picking out the clothes she likes. 

More than half of teen girls go 
to the mall with a specific store 
or purchase in mind, according 
to a survey last year by Forrester 
Research.

U.S. businesses are 
eager for increased 
tourism from China 

Standing atop the Empire State 
Building and looking out on the 
expanse of glinting skyscrapers 
and miniature yellow taxicabs, 
Lili Ma had no doubt that New 
York was the place to be on her 
vacation from China. 

“Everybody needs to bite the 
Big Apple,” the 3 6 -year- old said 
with a smile. 

Mass tourism advertising for 
New York — and for the U.S. as 
a whole — is still forbidden in 
Ma’s native China. But everyone 
knows about this place, she said. 
Her friends all watch “Sex and the 
City,” and even her mother has heard 
of California and New York. 

That name recognition, coupled 
with a growing interest in tourism 
among Chinese who have seen their 
incomes rise while travel restric- 


tions have lessened, could bring a 
fortune to hotels, tour companies 
and attractions around the U.S. 

“China has a booming econo- 
my, and the middle class is grow- 
ing very rapidly,” said Ma, on a five- 
day, Mandarin-language bus tour 
of the Northeast. Faced with this 


new wealth, most people “want to 
go out of China and open their eyes,” 
she said. 

Chinese with personal wealth 
estimated at more than $1 million 
rank travel as their top leisure activ- 
ity, according to a survey by the 
Shanghai-based Hurun Report. 


The number of Chinese who 
travel outside their homeland each 
year is expected to nearly triple to 
100 million people by 2020, and 
American cities and business- 
es are positioning themselves to 
profit from what they hope will 
be a tourist boom. 


“In the next 10 years, it will 
probably dwarf any overseas mar- 
ket we may have, with the potential 
to dwarf all overseas markets com- 
bined,” said Bruce Bommarito, vice 
president of international market 
development for the Travel Indus- 
try Association. 

Noel Irwin Hentschel, CEO 
of tour operator AmericanTours 
International, said China will be 
her company’s top business focus 
in the coming decades. 

“There’s more than a billion peo- 
ple here,” Hentschel said. “Twenty 
percent of them are the ones with 
the money, with the ability to travel, 
from what we understand. There’s 
a lot of pent-up demand.” 

Smaller businesses, too, are 
working to draw Chinese visitors. 

The Corning Museum of Glass 
in upstate New York has wined and 
dined Chinese tour operators, cater- 
ing especially to the bus companies 
that pass through the area on their 
way between New York City and 
Niagara Falls. Now, one in five of their 
350,000 yearly visitors arrive on these 
Mandarin-language tours. 

“This is a market of enormous 
size,” said Lalia Rach, associate 
dean of the Tisch Center for Hos- 
pitality and Tourism at New York 
University. “It is difficult to wrap 
your mind around it. It is — not it 
will — it is happening overnight.”
